The Magic of Dreams 

Why do we dream? Do they really mean anything? 
Should we give them any credibility? 

As Wilda Tanner states in her highly regarded book 
The Mystical, Magical, Marvelous World of Dreams, the 
"American Indians believe that the Great Spirit gives 
dreams to guide and inspire the soul." She also refers 
to Edgar Cayce, the great American psychic, and 
quotes him as saying, "Dreams work to solve the prob¬ 
lems of the dreamer's conscious, waking life, and they 
work to quicken in the dreamer new potentials which 
are theirs to claim." Thus, the single most important 
thing our dreams do for us is help us solve our prob¬ 
lems. Dreams are our magic lamps for ideas, solutions 
and insights. 

Ms. Tanner teaches us that we can ask about any¬ 
thing, and that there are no limits to the amount of 
knowledge we can request. She instructs us to begin, if 
we're new at dream work, by writing out a specific ques¬ 
tion or theme that we want to know more about. Do this 
before going to bed. Memorize the question and repeat

it over and over as you drift off to sleep. Go to sleep 
expecting an answer. It's important to have pen and 
paper handy so that you can write whatever you re¬ 
member as soon as you awaken. Know that answers 
do not always come through dreams. Answers may 
come to us through a book we happen to pick up, 
through a friend's comment, through a television pro¬ 
gram. When we get an answer, we will know it intui¬ 
tively. 

A note about intuition. Intuition is knowledge coming 
to us from within. It is not coming to us from our con¬ 
scious mind which is why we often say, "I know this 
doesn't make sense but I have a strong urge to ..." In¬ 
tuition is a spiritual faculty which "points the way" rather 
than a faculty that "explains" or "reasons." It is a proc¬ 
ess in which knowledge comes through the person and 
not to them as it does in a linear, logical thought se¬ 
quence. Thus our dreams may reveal knowledge 
through us or they may make us intuitively sensitive to 
"knowing" something through a book, another person's 
comment, a picture or an animal. 

Our answers, our guidance all relate to the lessons 
we are here to learn. Since our dreams all relate to 
these lessons, the guidance is coming from the subcon¬ 
scious and the superconscious levels of our being. Our 
dreams can give us insight on areas such as: 

Relationships - how we get along with others; 
causes of difficulty in our current relationship. 

Attitudes - our beliefs and values about work, 
people and circumstances. 

Self-perception - dreams can show us aspects of 
ourselves we hadn't noticed or ones that we need to 
pay more attention to. 

Unseen facts - when we dream about being in the 
dark, or a mask, or sheep we may need to look at 
what's pulling the wool over our eyes. Something is 
hidden from our awareness and we need to explore 
these unseen (in the dark, masked, costumed) ele¬ 
ments. 

Problems - Ms. Tanner states "all of our unsolved 
problems show up first in our dreams. When these 
are ignored we will have recurring dreams, which in 
time turn into nightmares." 

There are many kinds of dreams and three main 
types of dreams. We'll look at all three main types 
first. Edgar Cayce is the person who spoke of these 
types. He listed them as 1.) Physical 2.) Subcon¬ 
scious 3.) Superconscious. 

1. ) Physical dreams are often not as relevant as 
the ones from the subconscious and supercon¬ 
scious. Physical dreams are caused by physical 
noises such as police sirens, honking horns, etc. or 
by physical situation such as foods eaten right be¬ 
fore bedtime, a partner's elbow in your back, or per¬ 
haps a pet pouncing on your bed. 

2. ) Subconscious level dreams are given in sym¬ 
bols or picture language. These dreams focus on

the conditions of the body (symbolized by vehi¬ 
cles); the mind (symbolized by hair and cloth¬ 
ing); and the emotions (symbolized by water). 

3.) Dreams from the superconscious level of 
our mind are generally perceived as visions, 
revelations, ESP, and spiritual experiences. 

Some of the kinds of dreams are: 

1. ) Flying dreams - this really relates to your 
astral travel to and from your sleeping body 
rather that relating to your actual dream. 

2. ) Recurring dreams - this generally means 
that we're not getting the point and that we need 
to in order to grow and evolve. 

3. ) Falling dreams - usually we never touch 
the ground in these types of dreams which 
mean that this is another sign of our astral travel 
memory. 

4. ) Fragments of dreams - the fragment may 
be the most important piece that needs to be 
remembered and worked with. 

5. ) Superconscious dreams - these dreams 
usually occur in an outdoor setting such as a 
mountain top or by a beautiful stream. They 
have sunshine; bright, clear colors; a serene 
feeling. Scenes of swimming or sailing also 
denote spiritual activity as do scenes of fishing 
or a rainbow. 

6. ) Healing - these dreams are mostly super¬ 
conscious in origin. They may contain a sym¬ 
bolic visit from a physician, a priestess/priest, an 
angel or a light beam. They may also direct you 
in dietary changes, changes in habits or neces¬ 
sary changes in attitude, values or thoughts. 

The real magic of dreams help us get in touch 
with our High Self, our True Self. Dreams are 
here to help us be the best we can be. They tap 
into our many levels of consciousness; specifi¬ 
cally the Alpha, Theta and Delta levels. These 
are the same levels we tap into under hypnosis. 
They allow us to bypass the critical sensors of 
the conscious mind in order to access deeper, 
higher knowledge.

@ IS A HAWAIIAN HONEYMOON ON THE HORIZON? 


What you need to know about 
The Marriage Project 
by Liz Bradbury 

What happens in Hawaii in 1996 may be the most 
important step forward in this century's fight for the 
rights of the gay and lesbian community. This is what 
has happened so far: 

1991: Three couples - two lesbian, one gay - bring a 
lawsuit challenging the Hawaii state government's de¬ 
nial of their application for marriage licenses (Baehr v. 
Lewin). 

May 1993: The Hawaii Supreme Court rules that 
Hawaii's refusal to issue marriage licenses to same- 
gendered couples violates the state's constitutional guar¬ 
antee of equal protection. The court holds that the 
state's "different sex" restric¬ 
tion on marital choice 
amounts to unconstitutional 
sex discrimination. The Court 
sends the case back to trial 
court and challenges the 
state government to demon¬ 
strate a "compelling" interest 
for discrimination. If the state

can show no compelling interest, Hawaii will be required 
to permit same-gendered couples to marry. 

June 1994: The backlash occurs. The Hawaii state 
legislature passes a law reaffirming its desire to bar 
marriage for same-gendered couples. The legislature 
states that marriage is only between a man and a 
woman, and cites procreation as a compelling interest 
for making such a discrimination. However, legal ob¬ 
servers say it is unlikely that the state's new law will sat¬ 
isfy the "compelling interest" requirement. The Court's 
ruling that discrimination on the basis of gender is un¬ 
constitutional is expected to hold. 

July 1996: The scheduled date of the lower court trial. 

Late 1996 / Early 1997: Final decision expected. 

The US Constitution requires every state to give "Full 
Faith and Credit" to the "public acts, records and judicial 
proceedings of every other state." That means if a gay 
or lesbian couple gets married in Hawaii, the Constitu¬ 
tion requires other states to recognize the marriage. 

Here, we may be getting an extremely important legal 
right and it has all happened so fast that many people in 
the gay and lesbian community don't know anything 
about it. We have already learned from the Gays in the 
Military fiasco that we have to be ready to fight hard 
against the backlash. 

We know that there are people that don't want to ad¬ 
mit that gays and lesbians should have any of the nor¬ 
mal rights of the rest of the population. These hate 
groups are going to do everything they can to stop other 
states from recognizing gay and lesbian marriages. 
The "right" condemns our "lifestyle" as unstable, but 


then denies us the ability to form a legal family. 

we must prepare for the backlash by educating our¬ 
selves and others about the implications of this impor¬ 
tant case. First, we must all agree that whether or not 
we want to get married it is not morally fair to deny any¬ 
one the legal right to do so. 

We must remind our family and friends that legally 
married gay, lesbian and bisexual couples would have a 
greater ability to care for and protect their families. 
Things like joint insurance, benefits, Social Security, 
rights of survivorship, family medical decisions, joint 
adoption, and medical benefits extended to children are 
automatically available to married couples. 

To work against the backlash we must get all lesbigay 
friendly groups in the Lehigh Valley and the rest of the 
state to sign on to the Lambda Legal Defense Marriage 
Resolution. This will create a network of people already 
in place to protect our rights. 

The Lehigh Valley Chapter of the League of Gay and 
Lesbian Voters has sent information to other pro-gay 
organizations in the area about signing on. Be sure any 
group you are in is fully aware of the Marriage Project 
and supports the national effort by signing on to the 
Marriage Resolution. If your group has not received the 
mailing or wants more information, call the League of 
Gay and Lesbian Voters at 432-5449. 

If you, as an interested individual, want to be involved 
in this important effort, the first thing you can do is tell 
all your friends about it. Tell everyone you know, come 
out to as many people as you can by telling them how 
important the Marriage Project is. Remember it is sta¬ 
tistically proven that people are more likely to be pro- 
lesbigay rights if they know someone who is gay. if you 
want more information call us at the number above and 
join in on what may be 
the most important 
fight of the century.

18 Exercise and Osteoporosis 

by Dr. John Cochran 

Contrary to what many people believe, bone is not an 
inert object. It is dynamic tissue, constantly being 
broken down and rebuilt throughout life. During 
childhood and adolescence, more bone is built than 
broken down, causing bones to get gradually stronger. 
But after the age of peak bone mass, from age 20-35, 
the balance shifts and there is more destruction than 
construction of bone. This results in a small loss, 
perhaps one percent per year, which cannot be felt. But 
over several decades, the loss adds up and may mean 
a greater risk of osteoporosis. Maintaining bone health 
is a complex process that requires adequate exercise, 
nutrition, proper hormonal balance, and most important 
a good nervous system. 

Osteoporosis, literally "porous bones," is a disease 
characterized by decreased bone density, resulting in 
fracture, at least 25% of American women will suffer an 
osteoporotic related fracture of the hip, spine or wrist. 
The thigh, pelvis and leg bones are also vulnerable 
sites. Spine fractures are painful and disfiguring, 
leading to the "Dowager's Hump" seen in many older 
women. Hip fractures lead to premature death, with up 
to 20% of women who suffer a hip fracture dying within 
one year. 

Bone has a life cycle of about four months. At the 
beginning of the remodeling cycle, the demolition cells 
pick a spot on the bone and essentially "eat" a small 
hole in it. When they are finished, the construction crew 
of new cells moves in and fills that hole with collagen, 
which eventually hardens and becomes new bone with 
the help of calcium. This process is known as 
calcification. At any point in time, there may be as 
many as 2 million destruction/construction sites in 
different stages of the bone cycle throughout the body. 

Exercise appears to be one of the factors that actually 
promotes bone formation. Many studies have 
demonstrated a correlation between physical activity 
and increased bone mass. Specifically, weight lifters 
are the class of athletes with the strongest bones. But 
just how does exercise make the bones stronger and 
why is weight lifting so effective? 

One theory is that when a muscle is stressed, the 
tension creates an electrical force which is transmitted 
to the bone to which the muscle is attached. In turn, 
this electrical force stimulates the activity of the new 
cells. 

For exercise to be most effective, experts agree that it 
must be weight-bearing. This means that the muscle 
must be stressed by loading some of your muscles with 
your own weight. Weight lifting, while not technically a 
weight-bearing exercise, allows you to load your 
muscles with the weights. Bike riding and swimming 
are non-weight-bearing exercises because either the 


bike or the water is supporting your weight. Although 
both are good exercises, they will not promote bone 
growth. 

There are three reasons why weight lifting is an 
especially effective exercise: 

Specificity: With weight lifting, individual muscles can 
be isolated and exercised separately. This allows the 
exerciser to choose which muscles will be stressed, 
which in turn determines at which bone sites the new 
cells will be subjected to electrical stimulation. 

Intensity: As the muscles get stronger, the exerciser 
can gradually increase the amount of weight he or she 
is lifting. Data suggests that this gradual, progressive 
increase in muscle stress results in a greater increase 
in bone density. 

Strength/Muscle Mass: Strong muscles correlate to 
strong bones, and the larger the muscle, the stronger it 
is. An increase in muscle strength and size is achieved 
most efficiently through weight lifting. 

Aerobic weight-bearing exercises, such as stair 
climbing and walking, can also be effective at increasing 
bone density, though not as specific. 

Ideally, strong bones are built with adequate exercise 
and calcium before the age of peak bone mass, but it is 
never too late to start caring for the bones. Studies 
have shown that older individuals who are past the age 
of peak bone mass can avoid bone loss and even "put 
more bone in the bank" through a healthy lifestyle that 
includes the right kind of exercise. Individuals in their 
70's and 80's who have a doctor's permission are not 
too old to begin a regular exercise program. 

Regular participation in a well-defined exercise 
program should be undertaken to maintain bone health.
